MAIDSTONE United fans streamed 
on to the pitch on Thursday night 
as the club came close to eclipsing 
the political drama unfolding just 
up the road in Rochester, by 
springing one of the biggest shocks 
in their history. 

As Mark Reckless and Nigel 
Farage nervously awaited the 
result of the Rochester & Strood 
by-election under the glare of the 
nation’s media (details on page 
14-16), a sell-out crowd flocked to 
the Gallagher Stadium in the 
county town to watch the non¬ 
league side reach the second round 
the FA Cup. 

The Ryman Premier League side 
did so at the expense of League 2 
side Stevenage - and with the added 
pressure of the live TV cameras, 
which saw the crunch match 
beamed live on BT Sports. 

The Stones emerged 2-1 victors 
with a last gasp winner with just 
three minutes remaining. 

It sparked scenes of delirium for 
the club which created FA Cup 
history by hosting the game on its 
state-of-the-art 3G artificial pitch. 

Maidstone and the Weald MP 
Helen Grant said: “This was an 


historic day for the club and I’m 
delighted to see them into the 
second round of the FA Cup.” 

The club will certainly cash-in 
on its heroics. 

In addition to prize money and 
increased gate receipts for the 
game - Thursday night’s match 
was a replay after the plucky 
minnows had held the professional 
outfit to a draw two weeks ago - the 
club will receive tens of thousands 
of pounds for allowing the TV 
cameras in. 


The club says it has pocketed 
around £150,000 so far for the cup 
run and intends to invest the 
takings into improving its ground 
with a new stand. 

Co-owner Terry Casey said: “We 
don’t want to just plough the money 
into the playing squad like so many 
others do and see it disappear. 

“We want to use the money wisely 
so we’re looking at building another 
stand at the Gallagher Stadium.” 

The club’s next trip will be to 
Wales in the second round to face 


Conference Premier side and former 
league side Wrexham. The two 
meet on Saturday, December 6. 

The Stones certainly left it late 
on Thursday. After going a goal up 
after just two minutes and leading 
1-0 at half-time, they were pegged 
back within moments of the second 
half starting, as it looked like the 
visitors were taking control. 

But they never gave up hope and 
a second goal from striker Frannie 
Collin in the 88th minute sparked 
scenes of jubilation. 


fail for ‘idiotic’ driver 
who gatecrashed race 
at Brands Hatch circuit 


Whales create a splash after 
heading to Sheppey coast 


A 22-year-old who dodged security 
to drive his girlfriend’s car on to the 
track during a race meeting at the 
legendary Brands Hatch circuit, has 
been jailed for eight months. 

Jack Cottle was arrested after 
footage of him driving a VW Polo on 
to the track during a race emerged 
on YouTube in June, attracting tens 
of thousands of hits and propelling 
him into the headlines. 

It then sparked a police investigation. 

Cottle, ofDurgates, Wadhurst, 

East Sussex, had pleaded guilty to a 
charge of causing a public nuisance 
by driving on to a live racing circuit 
causing it to be stopped and putting 
competitors in harm’s way at 
Maidstone Crown Court. 

He drove his girlfriend’s car onto 
the Brands Hatch race track during 
the final 30 minutes of the four hour 
long Fun Cup race on June 14. 

The labourer also had two 
passengers in the vehicle at the time 
- one of whom can be heard clearly 
pleading with Cottle to stop in the 


YouTube video. 

When sentenced, the presiding 
judge said that Cottle had ‘endan¬ 
gered many lives’ and that his 
actions were ‘premeditated and 
inexcusable’. 

The disruption was estimated to 
have cost the racers a total of £4,200. 

Jonathan Palmer, chief executive of 
MS V, owners of the Brands Hatch 
circuit, said: “I am really pleased that 
the police and the court have quite 
rightly taken such a tough stance on 
this deliberately reckless act, which 
endangered the lives of the drivers 
racing on the circuit and the volunteer 
track marshals, not to mention Jack 
Cottle and his passengers. 

“His idiotic and selfish behaviour 
- aggravated by his unrepentant 
attitude in subsequent media 
coverage - received much immediate 
condemnation. His conviction and 
prison sentence will serve to 
reinforce the message that this kind 
of antisocial behaviour is not only 
stupid, but will lead to prosecution.”

Mote Park seeks money 
projects to help off-set 
mounting financial costs

MOTE Park could find itself home to 
high wires, crazy golf and car park¬ 
ing charges as Maidstone council 
chiefs admitted they were looking at 
a variety of ways to help generate 
funds to balance out budget cuts. 

Maidstone Borough Council has 
now started a consultation process 
into how to raise money from the 
borough’s parks - the best known of 
which is the sprawling Mote Park. 

It comes as the council looks to try 
and find overall savings of £3.4mil- 
lion over the next five years due to a 
reduction in central government 
funding. 

Among the ideas being considered 
are a new aerial ropeway and high 
wire - probably along the lines of the 
popular Go Ape attraction at Leeds 
Castle - crazy golf, the popular seg- 
way two-wheeled machines and 
‘nominal’ car parking charges. 

However, it states no decision will

be made until after the consultation 
is complete. 

Maidstone council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for community and leisure serv¬ 
ices, John Perry, said: “We’re deter¬ 
mined not to cut the budget for 


looking after our parks - they’re far 
too important. 

“But that means that we need to 
find ways to make money to protect 
and improve them, which is why 
we’re asking residents for their views 
on different ways of generating 
income.” 

Mote Park has seen visitor num¬ 
bers rise from 650,000 in 2009 to 
1.1 million in 2014 - almost a 70 per 
cent increase, taking visitor num¬ 
bers to more than those received by 
Leeds Castle or the Houses of 
Parliament. 

That increase in numbers is testa¬ 
ment to the popularity of the park 
following a £2.5 million restoration 
project in 2012, but also means that 
maintenance costs in the park are 
much higher. 

More than £1 million of essential 
upgrades are needed in the next ten 
years alone - on top of the day-to- 
day budget.

Praise for police for 
better crime recording 


Web cam pervert is 
sentenced to jail term 


Blackadder vote for

KENT Police has been praised for making 
improvements in the way it records crime - after 
being criticised last year for not doing it properly 

A report in February 2013 found “the force had 
a target-driven culture that led to some officers 
pursuing crimes based on how easy they were to 
solve rather than their seriousness or their impact 
on the victim”. 

But a major drive to reform the way it recorded 
crime, spearheaded by police and crime 
commissioner Ann Barnes, has now seen it 
become one of the best in the country with 96 per 
cent of crime accurately recorded. 

The report said: “HMIC therefore concludes 
that the people of Kent can have confidence in 
Kent Police’s crime figures, although the force will 
need to continue to make improvements and 
maintain focus to ensure the continued accuracy 
of crime recording in Kent.” 

Chief Constable Alan Pughsley said: “Our focus 
is on doing what is right for the victim.” 


A FORMER teaching assistant from Ashford is 
starting a three-year jail sentence for sexual 
offences against children after pretending to be a 
girl and tricking them into performing sex acts on 
a web cam. 

Robert lies, of Magpie Hall Road, Stubbs Cross, 
was working as a teaching assistant at Great 
Chart Primary School at the time of his arrest in 
April, 2013. 

He was charged with inciting two 12-year-old 
boys and one 15-year-old boy to engage in sexual 
activity via a web cam after grooming them on 
social media and pretending to be a teenage girl. 

In addition to his sentence he is also subject to a 
Sexual Offences Prevention Order for 10 years, 
lies was sentenced at Canterbury Crown Court. 

He was also a member of Kennington Cricket 
Club. Club president Peter Grant commented: “At 
no stage were Robert’s activities at the club part of 
the police investigation nor were any club officials 
contacted by police.”

However, despite Mr Farage’s remarkable rise 
through the political ranks, perhaps the best piece 
of news is that there are no plans yet to make a big 
screen story of his life. 

Mr Farage will be standing for Ukip in South 
Thanet at the general election in May, 2015, a seat 
currently held by the Conservative Laura Sandys.

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‘Black Friday’ set to spark fresh 
retail frenzy...but just what is it? 


It started in the States and brought 
chaos to some UK stores as shoppers 
came to blows in their efforts to grab 
the best bargains. So, is this latest 
import set to be a permanent fixture?

B LACK Friday last year led 
to scenes not seen on these 
shores before as shop 
shelves were stripped bare 
and left with nothing but 
price labels as shoppers strived to bag 
a bargain - in fact at some stores shop¬ 
pers even indulged in punch ups in 
their bids to grab hugely reduced elec¬ 
trical goods. 

But what is Black Friday, and where 
did it come from? The concept is rela¬ 
tively new, not actually making it to 
the UK until 2010 according to John 
Lewis, and even now it has not been 
adopted by all retailers. 

This shoppers’ frenzy started life - 
as many of our consumer culture 
events do - in the States. It began as a 
time when traditionally people would 
begin to flock into retailers across 
America on the day following the 
Thanksgiving celebrations. 

It was the Philadelphia Police Force 
that coined the somewhat ominous 
name ‘Black Friday’. This was chosen 
because of the chaos that ensued as 
the public eagerly sought out bar¬ 
gains in the 1950s and 1960s. De¬ 
spite sounding more like a stockmar- 
ket crash, the name stuck. 

Last year Black Friday began to re¬ 
ally take off across Britain, as Asda - 
a subsidiary of America’s largest re¬ 
tailer, Walmart - announced it would 
run promotions in store. Tablet com¬ 
puters were sold for staggering dis¬ 
counts, with prices as low as £49 
while a 32-inch LED TV retailed for 
just £99. These items were sold on a 
first come, first served basis, which 
led to some shoppers getting physical 
in the rush to get bargains. 


This year, there may well be anoth¬ 
er frenzied scrum, as shoppers hit our 
stores in pursuit of the best sales. 

One of the major shopping centres 
in Kent has already said the day is of 
such importance to it, that it will be 
extending its opening hours in order 
to accommodate the rush. 

Robert Goodman, the general 
manager at Bluewater, told KoS: 
“Black Friday weekend was a phe¬ 
nomenal success for Bluewater in 
2013 and we expect it to be even bet¬ 
ter this year, which is why we began 
planning with our retailers 12 
months ago. 

“We took the decision to extend our 
hours, and will open from 9am to 
11pm on both Friday and Saturday, 
with selected stores opening from 
8am on the Friday.” 

A spokesman for Asda also seemed 
bullish about Black Friday telling KoS 
that the sale was a huge trading day 
for the retailer last year. 

He said: “The reaction to our Black 
Friday sale last year was phenome¬ 
nal. Customers told us they loved the 
amazing deals on offer, so we’re 
pleased to confirm that this year, we 
are again bringing Black Friday to 
the UK. 

“We will see even bigger and better 
deals, so watch this space for further 
information on the great bargains on 
offer in-stores across the UK from No¬ 
vember 28.” 

But this optimism didn’t extend to 
everyone, with Thanet’s Westwood 
Cross shopping centre telling KoS 
that although it was a big day, it was 
far from the retail centre’s biggest of 
the year. 

Marketing manager at Westwood 
Cross, Tanya Morris, claims retail 
trends for the centre showed 
shoppers choosing to leave their 



buying until later in the year. 

Mrs Morris said: “We found people 
are leaving their shopping much later 
in the year, with more of our biggest 
shopping days coming much closer to 
Christmas. Last year we saw a huge 
spike in the week leading up to Christ¬ 
mas, with many shoppers getting 
into the stores in the final days. 


“This year, it could be pretty good 
for retailers though, as it falls just af¬ 
ter the November payday. We are 
likely to see a boost because that’s go¬ 
ing to be the second to last payday for 
many workers in Kent.” 

A nd despite the retail centre 
seeing trends towards later 
shopping in the year, it is 
working with its retailers 
to ensure Black Friday will see the 
tills ringing throughout the day. 

Mrs Morris said: “We are going to 
be promoting the shopping day to 
help retailers at the centre and have 
heard from some of them about 
promotions they will be running. It 
does look as though it could be a big 
day.” 

But although the day appears to 
have gained a level of acceptance, re¬ 
tail analyst John Mercer, who works 
for Mintel - a company specialising in 
providing research on retail trends - 
says that there’s no real relevance to 
the UK consumer. 

He said: “Black Friday is likely here 
to stay but it won’t reach the scale of 
the January sales or the summer sales 


- the problem is the date has no rele¬ 
vance to UK shoppers as it does to US 
shoppers. 

“In the UK it’s just another Friday. 
For retailers, we think its fundamen¬ 
tal purpose is to kick-start the Christ¬ 
mas shopping season.” 

But, says Mr Mercer, in the future 
smaller retailers which have so far 
managed to avoid being drawn into 
competing for Black Friday sales, will 
have to take part in the event. 

That, he says, is because the big re¬ 
tailers which have driven it forward 
like John Lewis and Asda, will begin 
to take greater and greater propor¬ 
tions of Christmas sales. 

Last year John Lewis said it had 
doubled its former record for a single 
day’s online purchases during Black 
Friday. 

He said: “Looking ahead, we expect 
more retailers will be forced to com¬ 
pete, including some rivals of those 
who have driven the event so far.” 

So whether you’re a shopping fiend, 
or someone who prefers to stroll aim¬ 
lessly around your local town centre, 
Black Friday is likely to grow in im¬ 
portance in the UK in the future. 


VARIATIONS ON A THEME... 


Cyber Monday - this day of shopping takes place 
on the first Monday following Black Friday The term 
was first used in a press release in America in 2005. 
The aim of the day was to encourage shoppers to get 
online to make their purchases. The term was first 
used in the UK in 2009, with many retailers citing it as 
the busiest online shopping day of the year. 

Manic Monday - file second Monday of December, 
which has become increasingly popular with consum¬ 
ers as they leave their Christmas shopping later. 

Giving Tuesday - a day when charities ask 
members of the public to give something back. The

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KCC’S ALCOHOL STRATEGY 2014-16 


Highlight ing the dangers and 
the high cost of alcohol misuse 


Awareness week tells of the impact of drinking on both our health and on our communities...

W ITH a hefty annual 
bill for taxpayers 
and a detrimental 
effect on both 
health and the high 
street, alcohol misuse can affect 
people of all ages. 

Drinking more than the recom¬ 
mended amount - three or four units 
a day for men and two or three for 
women - can lead to harmful physical 
and psychological effects and de¬ 
structive behaviours. 

This week sees the end of Alcohol 
Awareness Week, a seven-day cam¬ 
paign spearheaded by Alcohol Con¬ 
cern designed to raise awareness of 
alcohol issues and the impact it has 
on our communities. 

Kent hospitals treat approximately 
20,000 cases of alcohol-related ill¬ 
ness and injury a year. 

These figures reflect not only ad¬ 
mission for alcohol specific condi¬ 
tions such as mental or behavioural 
problems and alcoholic liver disease, 
but also the contribution of misuse to 
increased cardiovascular, gastroen¬ 
terological and cancer admissions. 

Emergency and health services 
also feel the effect due to accidents on 
the road, in the workplace and in the 
home - such as falls. 

Kent County Council’s interim di¬ 
rector of public health Andrew Scott- 
Clark said: “We know that around 
272,000 people in Kent are drinking 
at dangerous levels which increases 
the risk of many illnesses and condi¬ 
tions and may well lead to them dying 
earlier than they should. 

“This is not just a concern to the in¬ 
dividuals and to their families, it’s 
also a major concern to health pro¬ 
viders as this costs the NHS in Kent 
an estimated £108m a year. 

“Although the vast majority of peo¬ 
ple in Kent enjoy using alcohol sensi¬ 
bly and drink within recommended 
guidelines, it is paramount that we 
take action to reduce the number of 
hospital admissions, because alcohol 
related harm is largely preventable. 

“KCC commissions a number of 
services and works closely with a 
number of partner agencies to pro¬ 
vide specialist support and treatment, 
and raise awareness of this issue. 

“We are working with partners 
right across the public, community 
and voluntary sectors including GPs 
and pharmacists to spread the mes¬ 
sage about the recommended drink¬ 
ing levels. 

“For those who are identified as 
needing further help to cut back, we 
aim to ensure they receive the sup¬ 
port they need.” 

Turning Point runs services on be¬ 
half of KCC in Ashford, Canterbury, 
Dover, Shepway, Swale and Thanet. 

The national provider of drugs and 
alcohol recovery services is encour¬ 
aging anyone who may worry about 


accuracy of free-pouring and the un¬ 
pleasant side effects of excessive 
drinking for themselves using beer 
goggles is key.” 

Mr Scott-Clark added: “Kent has 
recently established an Integrated 
Alcohol Care Pathway (IACP), bring¬ 
ing together agencies and services 
from across the county to provide in¬ 
formation and ensure that people, in¬ 
cluding families and friends, get the 


help and support they need quickly. 

“We want to further reduce the in¬ 
creasing number of deaths related to 
alcohol in Kent, and make Kent a saf¬ 
er and more social place to live and 
work. 

“However, we can’t do this alone 
and people need to play their part and 
be aware of how much they drink, 
how often and what damage it could 
be doing to their body.”

Andy Power, senior operations 
manager Turning Point East Kent 
their drinking to voice their 
concerns. 

It hosted a number of drop-in ses¬ 
sions around the county this week, 
with staff answering questions and 
offering confidential advice. 

Andy Power, senior operations 
manager for Turning Point in East 
Kent, said: “Alcohol Awareness Week 
is a great time to consider whether 
you, or someone you know, might be 
drinking too much. 

“If you are worried, then a good 
first step is simply to talk to someone 
about it. 

“That could be a friend, your part¬ 
ner, a family member or your GP- just 
not someone you regularly drink 
with. 

“It’s important to remember that 
there’s absolutely no reason to be 
ashamed of voicing your concerns. 


“There’s no one ‘type’ of person 
who develops a drinking problem. 

“Every day we help people of all 
ages and from all walks of life to¬ 
wards recovery.” 

KCA’s Young Persons’ Service held 
a session in Sevenoaks, aimed at 
those aged between 14 and 25, on 
Wednesday. 

The charity provides specialist care 
to those affected by drugs, alcohol 
and mental health issues. 

It holds interactive and informative 
sessions to help young people see the 
risks of excessive drinking. 

This includes emergency first aid 
demonstrations, a ‘free pouring’ ex¬ 
ercise which allows participants to 
estimate the units decanted before 
measuring them, and allowing them 
to try on a pair of goggles that simu¬ 
late a lack of control in movement. 

Information about safety, minimis¬ 
ing risk while drinking and the long 
and short-term effects of alcohol were 
also discussed. 

Cat Archer, from KCA’s Young Per¬ 
son’s Service, who led the session in 
Sevenoaks, said: “It’s important to 
raise alcohol awareness from a young 
age and Alcohol Awareness Week is a 
great opportunity to further the work 
that KCA is doing with young people 
to inform them of alcohol abuse and 
benefits of responsible consumption. 

“We never want to preach to young 
people, so getting them to see the in-

W ITH Christmas fast

We are all aware of the pressures 
on our high streets and the fact busi¬ 
nesses depend on shoppers and visi¬ 
tors to make the effort to visit them 
for their livelihoods. 

In a bid to help encourage everyone 
to support their own independent 
stores and business, we have 
launched our Shop Local! campaign. 

This week, we are turning our at¬ 
tention to the other attractions our 
towns boast that might tempt you to 
visit somewhere new or revisit an old 
haunt. 

Our first attraction is Tunbridge 
Wells’ popular seasonal ice rink, 
which is returning for its fourth year 
to the Calverley Grounds. 

It is particularly in keeping with 
the town’s historic splendour and up¬ 
market reputation. 

Set in a beautiful setting slap bang 
between the thriving top end of town 
and the often neglected lower end - 
which includes the Pantiles - it acts 
as a honeypot during the festival sea¬ 
son and one which attracts big 
crowds into the town centre. 

Come to the ice rink, the town urg¬ 
es - the rink is operated by the council 
- and spend the day there browsing 
the local stores. 

It is open seven days a week from 
this weekend to January 4 - closing 
only on Christmas Day. 

Project director Brian McAteer 
commented: “It’s a 20m by 30m rink, 
which is 600 metres squared, set 
against a really stunning backdrop. 

“We cater for everyone - we can ac¬ 
commodate wheelchairs and we will 
have toddler and parent sessions, and 
we will be running a number of 
themed evenings.” 

Skating is not the only activity on 
offer. 

Mr McAteer says: “We have lots of 
Christmas chalets overlooking the 
rink. These sell festive goods such as 
wreaths, as well as food and drink - 
we have The Real Pasta Company, 
Campervantics, The Salt Beef Co and 
the Calverley Cafe. 

“We also have a wholefoods com¬ 
pany Basil as well as a pop-up bar by 
Fuggles, who will be selling products 
like craft beer, and mulled cider. 

“If you’re not keen on skating, there 
is still a lot to do - many people come 
and watch their children skating, for 
example, while they have a drink, 
which could be a hot chocolate or an 
alcoholic tipple. 

“There is enough going on around 
the rink.” 

The festive theme extends into the 
decor with the council working hard 
to ensure the attraction does what it 
needs to pull in the crowds. 

He explains: “The park will be lit 
throughout, and some trees will be 
individually lit. This year we have de¬ 
cided to extend the lighting, with lots 
of the trees around the whole area

wrapping the rink with lighting - it 
will be absolutely stunning.” 

Like other years, it is due to be pop¬ 
ular, so Mr McAteer recommends 
booking in advance - especially for 
the busy weekends. 

He says: “I think that the ice rink is 
really becoming an important part of 
the festive season in Tunbridge Wells. 
Last year we had over 13,000 people 
visiting it. It is a fantastic experience 
for all ages.” 

Meanwhile, Medway is mining a 
rich literary seam, with a Dickensian 
bus tour in Rochester. 

Rochester is already a popular des¬ 
tination for tourists and with its 
strong links with Charles Dickens - 
he lived and died nearby - it has a 
steady stream of guests. 

And with its picturesque high 
street, the council will be hoping to 
lure in shoppers to keep the cash tills 
ringing this year. 

The tour runs on weekends and 
runs until December 21. 

It leaves from the Guildhall Muse¬ 
um in Rochester at 10am and 1.30pm 
(except for Dickensian Christmas 
weekend December 6 and 7 where 
there will be only one tour leaving at 
lpm). 

Tickets cost £10 for adults and 
£7.50 for children and concessions. 

M ary Sewell, senior tour¬ 
ism officer for Medway 
Council, said: “The tour 
involves two actors - one 
playing a fictional character called 
Elijah Puddlephat, who as a lesser 
known author is Dickens’s nemesis, 
and another playing Dickens himself, 
and also re-enacting some of his 


characters. There is a friendly rivalry 
between the two writers, which is 
great fun. 

“The special customised bus will 
visit a variety of places, taking about 
two and a half hours in total, and in¬ 
cludes lots of interaction between the 
characters and the audience, includ¬ 
ing Dickens-related questions.” 

The bus visits places of interest 
around Cobham, Higham and Cool¬ 
ing that were well-known to Charles 
Dickens. These include Restoration 
House, Six Poor Travellers House, 
Eastgate House and Gardens. 

The tour will also visit St James’ 
Church in Cooling, which was the in¬ 
spiration for the opening chapter of 
Great Expectations, then it goes on to 
Gad’s Hill Place in Higham, the house 
Dickens bought in 1856 and lived 
there until his death in 1870. 

Ms Sewell says; “This tour is great 
fun, it’s suitable for the whole family, 
and very reasonably priced. 

“One thing I would advise is to get 
there in plenty of time - you don’t 
want to miss the bus.” 

One welcome returning attraction 
this year will be festive lights to the 
streets of Canterbury. 

Last year, as a consequence of the 
city council having to seek savings 
due to the cuts in its central govern¬ 
ment funding, the historic city centre 
was left bare. 

Not so in 2014. 

Traders clubbed together via the 
Business Improvement District or¬ 
ganisation and secured illuminations 
for the next few years. 

The lights were switched on and 
will be welcoming shoppers and tour¬ 
ists in the run-up to Christmas.

Farage switches 
focus to 2015 after 
Reckless victory 

The polls were right as Ukip won at this week’s 
by-election in Rochester & Strood - and now 
they are eyeing up yet more seats. Sarah Linney 
looks at a remarkable night of political drama in 
the early hours of Friday. Photos: Isabel Infantes 


U KIP’s remarkable 
rise to promi¬ 
nence shows little 
sign of slowing af¬ 
ter its first ever 
Kent MP declared “if we can 
win here, we can win any¬ 
where”. 

The Ukip bandwagon was 
never really in doubt of captur¬ 
ing the Rochester & Strood 
seat, triggered after Mark Reck¬ 
less defected from the Tories to 
join Nigel Farage’s party. 

Mr Reckless was returned 
with a 2,920 vote majority at 
4am on Friday, over nearest 
rival Kelly Tolhurst, repre¬ 
senting the Conservatives. 

That gave Ukip a 42.1 per 
cent share of the overall vote, 
compared to the Conserva¬ 
tives’ 34.81 per cent. 

Speaking after his win, the 
re-elected Mr Reckless 
couldn’t resist a swipe at his 
rivals. He said: “Thank you to 
the people of Rochester and 
Strood. You are my boss. I 
stepped down to ask your per¬ 
mission to join Ukip; you 
hired me again. You remain 
my boss; don’t let me forget it. 

“How did we win here? By 
getting support from every 
section of the community. 
Thank you to the Tories and 
Lib Dems who came with me 
to my new party. 

“It’s not Ed Miliband, but 
Ukip that represents the con¬ 
cerns of most working men 
and women. 

“Rochester and Strood was 
our 271st most winnable seat. 
If we win here, we can win 
across the country. If you vote 
Ukip, you get Ukip. 

“We want to lift our eyes to 
horizons beyond Europe. 

“If Ukip is to win nation¬ 
wide - and we have proved 
that we can - it must be a par¬ 
ty that speaks to and for the 
whole nation and everyone 
that lives in it. 

“Think about what it would 
mean to have a block of Ukip 
MPs. If you believe in free¬ 
dom, if you believe in low tax¬ 
es, if you believe in clean gov¬ 
ernment, if you believe in 
localism, if you believe in peo¬ 
ple power, if you believe that 
the world is bigger than Eu¬ 



rope, then come with us and 
we will give you back your 
country.” 

Ukip leader Nigel Farage, 
whose charisma is seen as ab¬ 
solutely essential to his party’s 
success, was once again stood 
by the side of his latest MP. 

Just as he had been along¬ 
side Douglas Carswell - a close 
friend of Mark Reckless - 
when he won the Clacton by- 
election just a few weeks ago. 

Mr Farage told KoS: “This 
by-election was Ukip against 
the government. The resourc¬ 
es that were thrown at this by 
the Conservatives were abso¬ 
lutely massive. 

“If we can win our 271st 
target seat in a battle royal 
against a very big party with 
national resources, I don’t 
think anyone intelligent 
would predict anything for the 
general election. 

“This throws the whole 
thing up in the air. 

He added: “I’m just here, in 
my normal quiet, modest way, 
to support Mark, who has 
been very brave.” 

Tory candidate Kelly Tol¬ 
hurst, clearly disappointed by 
the defeat, left the count just 
minutes after the result 

She paused long enough 
just to say: “I am going to 
fight every day until May 
to return a Tory MP in 
this constituency. 

“I will not let Ukip put 
Ed Miliband in Number 
10 .” 

While a major blow to 
the Tory party and leader 
David Cameron - who 
made five visits to 
the constitu¬ 
ency in the 
run up to 
the elec¬ 
tion - the 
damage 
was sig¬ 
nificant 
too for 
both La¬ 
bour and 
the Liber¬ 
al Demo¬ 
crats. 


Naushabah Khan won plenty 
of praise for the way she han¬ 
dled her campaign, with 
many tipping her for bigger 
and better things, but that 
failed to equate into a decent 
share of the vote. 

She polled 6,713 votes - 
around 16.76 per cent of the 
vote. At the start of the cam¬ 
paign, and having comes second 
in 2010, Labour initially har¬ 
boured hopes a split right-wing 
vote could see it make ground. 

Its miserable night was 
compounded when it emerged 
shadown attorney general 
Emily Thornberry, on a visit 
to Rochester this week, posted 
a photograph of a house in the 
area with England flags flut¬ 
tering and a white van out¬ 
side, attracting accusations of 
being a snob. 

So just what went wrong? 

Medway Labour leader 
Vince Maple explained: “We 
know there are Labour sup¬ 
porters who have voted La¬ 
bour all their lives, who have 
voted Ukip this week to give 
Cameron a kicking. We have 
also had Labour voters who 
voted Conservative to try and 
keep Ukip out. 

“But - and these are not our 
words, but the words 
of so many organ¬ 
isations and peo¬ 
ple from all sides 
- we have had 
the best candi¬ 
date in

Naushabah Khan. In a number of 
hustings she has had feedback from 
national media outlets to say she is 
a star and 100 miles ahead of the 
rest of them. 

“If it was on the candidate alone 
she would be head and shoulders 
above the rest, but by-elections are 
decided on a number of issues; the 
candidates, the momentum - Ukip 
had momentum as they were the 
party Reckless defected to - and the 


state of the nation. There is some¬ 
thing of an anti-politics view, and 
people view Ukip as somehow differ¬ 
ent from the other political parties. 

“The big loser of the night has to 
be David Cameron. This is the sec¬ 
ond MP who has left his party and 
gone to Ukip. If anyone is asking 
themselves questions in the next 
two weeks it should be him.” 

Deputy prime minister Nick 
Clegg, no stranger to being given a 


bloody nose in the polls, was left 
battered and bruised when his Lib¬ 
eral Democrat candidate Geoff Juby 
- who failed to impress during the 
campaign - polled a miserly 349 
votes, less than one per cent of all 
votes cast. He lost his deposit. 

It once again will send a message 
that should Ukip continue a remar- 
akble rise in popularity, they may 
yet prove to carry the balance of 
power at next May’s general elec

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tion, forcing the Lib Dems out of 
that position. 

The Greens came fourth with 1,692 
votes. Its candidate Clive Gregory has 
also won plaudits for his campaign 
and the party is thought to have won 
over disaffected Labour voters. 

He explained: “In the past year, the 
Greens’ membership has increased 
by 82 per cent. And over the last 
month or so I would be very surprised 
if it hadn’t shot up even more, cer¬ 
tainly for our local party. 


“And if I have had a part to play in 
getting the Green surge to continue, 
and getting the message across, then 
it wouldn’t matter if we didn’t get any 
votes. If we have achieved that then 
we have done something really big 
here. 

“But the more votes we get, the 
more legitimacy that gives us. 

“People are interested in what we 
have to say. They say there’s someone 
talking sense about the financial situ¬ 
ation. Ukip is about smearing immi¬ 



grants, but immigration is not a big 
deal - it’s a distraction from the banks 
and their financial mismanagement. 
There’s a lot of worrying stuff going 
on.” 

The results were confirmed just af¬ 
ter 4am on Friday after just over 50 
per cent of the electorate turned out 
to vote. 

But while a remarkable achieve¬ 
ment to over turn what had been a 
nearly 10,000 majority at the 2010 
election, the result will leave the seat 
delicately poised for the 2015 elec¬ 
tions next May. 

One of those convinced the Tories 


will win it back was Thanet North’s 
Sir Roger Gale. 

He insisted that this time next year 
Kelly Tolhurst would be returned to 
the seat once held by Mr Reckless in 
Tory colours. 

It will certainly make for a fasci¬ 
nating re-run. While by-elections are 
traditionally seen as the opportunity 
to make protest votes against the 
Government, the momentum behind 
Ukip is taking everyone by surprise. 

In the space of the last month they 
have returned two elected MPs after 
sitting Tory MPs defected. 

The question now is whether they 


can put up candidates less well 
known and established as credible, 
viable candidates elsewhere in the 
county. 

With leader Nigel Farage standing 
for South Thanet, it seems highly 
likely he too will be catching a regu¬ 
lar service to Westminster from his 
home in Westerham. 

And those in Dover, Shepway and 
Swale - areas which saw a swing to 
Ukip at last year’s county elections - 
will no doubt be casting a nervous 
glance behind them at the prospect of 
Ukip springing a major surprise once 
again.

T O MOST people, it’s a fun 
day out - a leisurely trip on 
a light railway through the 
gorgeous east Kent 
countryside. 

But behind the families and tour¬ 
ists and the cakes and teas in the cafe, 
the East Kent Railway has another 
story to tell - the tale of a training 
scheme that is transforming the lives 
of young people in the area. 

For the past year, the tiny station at 
Shepherdswell, between Canterbury 
and Dover, has been home to an ap¬ 
prenticeship scheme training teenag¬ 
ers in railway maintenance. 

It is estimated to have contributed 
almost £2 million to the east Kent 
economy, but it is also doing some¬ 
thing truly invaluable - creating 
opportunities. 

“A big issue for those communities 
is youth unemployment, particularly 
around Dover and Deal,” explains the 
railway’s apprenticeship supervisor 
Jason Rose. 

“The work is just not there or peo¬ 
ple are reluctant to take on young 
people.” 

Shepherdswell is in the heart of the 
former Kent coalfields, and the area 
suffered greatly from the closure of 
the pits in the 1980s. 

With several villages, including 
Aylesham and Elvington, built purely 
to house miners and their families, 
the communities were left not only 
without their main source of employ¬ 
ment, but also isolated. 

“It’s been very hard for the villages. 
Aylesham, Elvington, Eythorne and 
Tilmanstone are all deprived areas,” 
explains apprenticeship liaison and 
funding officer Gary Cox. 

“They have concentrated on not 
losing their heritage, but they weren’t 
looking to the future. People thought 
that we hadn’t got a colliery, so we 
hadn’t got a future.” 

And with work hard to come by, 
there was little for school leavers to do 
to fill the days. 

“We get lads who have tended to 
be unemployed and bored. Many 
of them have probably never had 


APPRENTICE Luke Tiernan 
enjoyed his training at the East 
Kent Railway so much that he made 
a three-hour round trip each day to 
get to work. 

While taking part in the scheme, 
he caught the train to Shepherd¬ 
swell each morning from Herne 
Bay where he lives with his 
parents Rachel and Matt, but said 
that the journey was worth it. 

‘ 'I spent two years at college on 
different courses and didn’t enjoy 
them,” said Mr Tiernan, who went 
to Chatham House Grammar 
School in Ramsgate. 

“My stepdad told me that the rail 
industry is secure and has a lot of 
opportunities. He enjoys his work 
and the wages sounded good, so I 
thought why not? I was quite 
excited about getting involved in it. 

“It’s good work, and the days go 


a full-time job,” Mr Rose says. 

“They don’t know what to do and 
have been taking recreational drugs, 
particularly cannabis.” 

The idea for the scheme came to Mr 
Rose when he was working for the 


quickly because it’s always busy. It 
can be physically tiring, it depends 
what you’re doing.” 

And his advice to anyone 
thinking about applying for the 
scheme is to go for it. 

“It’s definitely worth doing. I 
enjoyed it, I looked forward to 
work, and it’s given me the chance 
to earn good money,” he ex¬ 
plained, having previously worked 
as a roofer and in McDonald’s. 

“I learned a lot and I definitely 
felt happier, because I was getting 
on with something that I wanted to 
do. It does give people a chance. 

“The tutors are all friendly and 
helpful and generally nice people, 
and the apprentices all got along. 
We were all from different 
backgrounds and were different 
sorts of people, but we all talked 
and had a laugh.” 


now-defunct charity Skills Factory, 
which worked to improve training 
and employment opportunities for 
people in Dover, Deal and Sandwich. 

The charity was part of the Ayle¬ 
sham Neighbourhood Project (now 
Bechange), which received money 
from the Coalfields Regeneration 
Trust - a funding body set up to pro¬ 
vide training for people in former 
mining communities when the pits 
closed. 

“I could see that there was a poten¬ 
tial to upskill people for the rail indus¬ 
try,” he said. 

“Infrastructure is the one growth 
industry in this country, and there’s a 
short supply of skilled trackmen.” 

Opposite Mr Rose’s office was re¬ 
cruitment agency McGinley Support 
Services and he decided to take what 
he terms a “cheeky punt”. 

“I knew some people there and I 
went in and said to them ‘if we trained 
people, could you offer them employ¬ 
ment?”’ he recalled. 

“I thought it was too good an op¬ 
portunity to miss. As valid as compu¬ 
ter courses and CV courses are, you 
really need something that is an 
industry. 

“The basic training to work in the 


rail industry is quite expensive and 
we took a bit of a risk really, persuad¬ 
ing the funders to use public money 
to train these people, but it worked.” 

Twenty-four young men took part 
in the pilot scheme in April 2013 - one 
of whom happened to be Gary Cox’s 
son - and all of them found work 
through McGinley Support Services. 

Since then, more than 100 young 
men have completed the scheme, and 
almost all are now working in the rail 
industry. 

Although it was designed with the 
sons and grandsons of miners in 
mind, it is open to anyone - male or 
female, although no girls have signed 
up yet - the only stipulation being 
that you need to be aged 18. 

With the Skills Factory no longer in 
existence, funding is now provided by 
training company Arc Academy, 
which runs similar schemes at six 
other heritage railways in the UK. 

Mr Cox says it has given the young 
men a new lease of life. 

“All you keep hearing is that these 
kids don’t want work and are happy 
just to sit around on street corners,” 
he said. 

“But you have to look at why. Just 
going to the Jobcentre to sign on is 


enough to demoralise anyone. 

“Within a week we proved that it’s 
all rubbish. They want work. You 
want to see them out there getting 
stuck in all day long. 

“Some of them were going down 
the wrong roads, but it’s taken them 
off street corners. They fit into the 
community now, and they have mon¬ 
ey which is going into the 
community.” 

“It gives them the routine which 
was lacking in their lives,” Jason Rose 
adds. “They’ve got to get up in the 
morning and come here. 

“It gives them a sense of achieve¬ 
ment. When they leave you can feel 
their pride in completing training 
and having a recognised 
qualification. 

“And you can see the benefits here 
of having the lads doing the work. 
They are working out in all weathers, 
doing the unglamorous stuff like 
changing sleepers and cutting down 
vegetation.” 

The teenagers have to be commit¬ 
ted to the scheme and they are left in 
no doubt about what is expected of 
them - including renouncing drugs 
completely.

“They do a full medical and drugs 
and alcohol test before their train¬ 
ing,” Mr Rose says. 

“We are not judgmental, but the in¬ 
dustry is zero tolerance. 

“We have fun here, but we are very 
strict. It’s the nature of the industry: 
you need to listen to instructions.” 

“On the first day they all turned up 
in baseball caps and shorts,” Mr Cox 
recalls. 

“The dog from the cafe came 
bounding into the classroom, so we 
said it was a sniffer dog. The look on 
their faces was so funny. You could 
see it dawning on them: this isn’t a 


playground, it’s the real thing. 

“Within a week they were all 
knuckling down. We are giving them 
that chance, and they are very re¬ 
spectful. They say that this has given 
them a chance to get off drugs.” 

The year-long apprenticeship gives 
the students an NVQ level 2 in rail 
maintenance and engineering and 
prepares them for the role of skilled 
trackman. 

They receive three months’ inten¬ 
sive training at Shepherdswell, for 
which they are paid. As well as gain¬ 
ing practical experience, working on 
the site and learning how to use small 


tools, they will study in the class¬ 
room, covering basic maths and sci¬ 
ence as well as safety, first aid and fire 
awareness. 

They then start full-time work on 
the mainline railways, but are looked 
after by their Shepherdswell supervi¬ 
sors for the rest of the 12 months. As 
well as returning regularly to the 
classroom for more training and 
tests, they’ll be visited at their work¬ 
place by staff to make sure everything 
is going okay. 

Each intake has up to 12 places, but 
filling them is never a problem - the 
scheme has been so successful that 


the railway barely needs to promote 
it. 

“We have a big advantage over a 
classroom or a university because 
they get the railway environment 
here,” Jason Rose explained. 

“When we first started we worked 
with youth agencies, but a lot of it has 
been word of mouth. 

“The scheme allows the lads to earn 
very good money as 18-year-olds. They 
usually earn between £8 and £15 an 
hour and a lot of them are working in 
the London area. The career progres¬ 
sion is quite something if you have your 
head on your shoulders.” 


“We have to turn people away. We 
can’t keep up with the demand,” 
added Gary Cox, 61. 

“We encourage mining families to 
do it and I get lots of inquiries from old 
colliery mates. Only about three or 
four per cent of the lads don’t go on to 
work in the industry. 

“Now we need to expand the age 
range: I want to see 16-year-olds here 
on work experience, and girls as well. 
We would also like to run other rail 
apprenticeship schemes, in particu¬ 
lar NVQ level 3.” 

The railway aims to become a cen¬ 
tre of excellence for training and it is

clear that Gary and Jason have big 
plans. 

But what really matters to them is 
the difference their work is making to 
the lives of a small community. 

“They are close to my heart, these 
youths,” Mr Cox said. 

“This has helped them to live a 
meaningful life within their commu¬ 
nities that they have never had be¬ 
fore. They say that giving them a job 
has given them the rest of their lives. 

“They are looking forward to their 
futures, whereas before they only 
looked to tomorrow night.

BIDDING FOR £50,000 LOTTERY FUNDING 


THE East Kent Railway will go head 
to head with another Kent attraction 
tomorrow (Monday) in a bid to 
scoop £50,000 of lottery funding. 

A public vote will decide whether 
the railway which wants to upgrade 
its facilities and reintroduce steam 
trains, or Herne Bay Pier, which 
wants to put canopies up to protect 
visitors and entertainers in the rain, 
wins the cash. 

The railway wants to upgrade 
both stations - Shepherdswell and 
Eythorne - to provide better 
facilities for visitors. 

“We also want to support our 


apprentices and give them work. 

It’s about helping our community,” 
Gary Cox added. 

The pier trust wants to put a cano¬ 
py up over the eating area - set to 
open in March - and the stage, to 
avoid performers having to cancel 
because of rain. 

“This will mean we can use it for 
ten months of the year as opposed 
to eight weeks,” trustee Andrew 
Cook explained. 

“Acts won’t come to us if they 
have to cancel because it’s raining. 

“The pier is one of Herne Bay’s 
essential landmarks and a very big 


focal point in the town. And we are 
completely self-funding - every 
penny comes from donations or 
letting out the huts on the pier. 

“We are desperate for the money. 
It is the biggest shot in the arm that 
the trust will get. If we have to fund 
this ourselves it will probably take 
us four or five years.” 

Voting is open from 9 am to 
midnight and the phone number 
will be published on www.

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Fracking meeting sees both 
sides applying the pressure 


It is an issue that is seemingly pitting the average man and woman in the street 
against the companies with a vested interest in it. Drilling for shale gas and the 
extraction process used - fracking - is polarising public opinion and the debate 
came to a head this week as both sides of the argument clashed at a turbulent 
meeting, prompting one panel member to walk out. Jamie Weir saw it all unfold 


W E’VE come here to 
be panellists, and 
we’ve only got two 
questions. I’m not 
putting up with 
this,” said Green Party councillor and 
parliamentary candidate, Ian Driver, 
as he stormed off the stage at this 
week’s debate on the extraction of 
shale gas by fracking. 

The debate, which was at times tur¬ 
bulent and filled with rhetoric, pitted 
fracking industry executives against 
campaigners who wish to see the 
process banned. 

It was held at Augustine House as 
part of Canterbury Christ Church 
University’s Engaging Sociology 
series. 

Hydraulic fracturing - or fracking 
as it is commonly known - is the 
process of extracting gas by drilling 
horizontally, sometimes for miles and 
at depths which may be up to several 


kilometres below the ground, and 
then pumping water mixed with up 
to 600 chemicals - known as ‘slick 
water’ - into the rock at high 
pressure. 

This fractures the rock, allowing gas 
to flow from the wells once the slick wa¬ 
ter is pumped out. It has grown in con¬ 
troversy over the past three years, with 
campaigners claiming it could lead to 
serious environmental problems in the 
future. They cite concerns such as con¬ 
tamination of water supplies and 
earthquakes, like those in Lancashire 
in 2011, to be serious risks associated 
with the process. 

Wednesday’s debate aimed to settle 
the issue once and for all, with Ger- 
wyn Williams, chief executive from 
the only company - Coastal Oil and 
Gas - to hold licences to explore for 
shale gas in east Kent attending to 
speak on behalf of the process. 

He started proceedings, telling the 


packed room that the process was not 
only safe, but that it had happened for 
decades without issue. 

He said: “It has been going on on¬ 
shore for the last 60 years with 2,000 
plus wells drilled onshore, and about 
10 per cent of those hacked. So we 
have had 200 wells hacked, without 
any problems. For about 55 years, we 
didn’t hear anything about fracking.” 

Julie Wassmer, from East Kent 
Against Fracking, claimed Mr Wil¬ 
liams was instead referring to tradi¬ 
tional hacking, rather than the ‘high 
volume hydraulic fracking’ which 
was first practiced in 1998. 

Originally hacking began in Kan¬ 
sas during the 1940s, using 200 
pounds per spare inch (psi) pressure, 
and about 1,000 gallons of water to 
extract gas. The high volume, high 
pressure type of hacking which the 
industry would now like to use in the 
UK, uses pressures of up to 20,000 psi 


pressure and six million gallons of 
water. 

She said “We oppose hacking pre¬ 
cisely because of the facts, which are 
so often shamelessly skewed and dis¬ 
torted by the industry and the gov¬ 
ernment to support the government’s 
overriding commitment to shale. 

“What is put forward as a fact that 
200 wells have been hacked safely is 
a disingenuous statement. Those 200 
hacks were non-shale hacks which 
took place in conventional wells. 

“They are not at all comparable, 
and that is a fact. I have the letter 
from the Department of Energy and 
Climate Change to show that.” 

Potential community benefits 
which could come from fracking were 
also put forward as one of the positive 
aspects of hacking. 

Mr Williams stated that a hacking 
site would benefit the local parish 
council to the tune of £100,000 and

then one, or two per cent of the well’s 
total revenues. This, he said, could 
help communities to pay for services 
they need. 

This was met with jeers and laugh¬ 
ter from many in the audience. 

Professor Paul Stevens is a Distin¬ 
guished Fellow at Chatham House - 
an international think tank based in 
London. He argued the money may 
never go to those directly affected by 
the hacking, and that it was far too 
little for the potential environmental 
damage. 

He said: “I actually think it is a de-

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risory sum of money. One of the 
ways that people who are pro frack¬ 
ing try to get around it is by using 
the term, the local community. But 
what constitutes the local commu¬ 
nity? Is that the parish council, or 
the county authority? ” 

And in a county which is classi¬ 
fied as water stressed, the subject of 
that all important resource was al¬ 
ways likely to take centre stage. 

Dr Nick Riley MBE, who spoke in 
favour of fracking, told the audience 
water use was nothing to worry 
about 


He said: “The water use is a lot 
smaller than in many other indus¬ 
tries. It’s certainly a lot smaller than 
the water use in a coal-fired power 
plant. There are restrictions which 
would apply during periods of 
drought as well. 

“If you pull up the stats for water 
contamination you’ll find that actu¬ 
ally it is the water industry which is 
the biggest water contaminator. 
You won’t find the oil and gas indus¬ 
try on the list.” 

Despite this, Michael Hill, an ex¬ 
pert adviser on shale gas to the EU 


Commission, said one of the biggest 
problems was not the 600 million 
gallons of water pumped down the 
well but the water which flowed 
back once the fracking was finished. 

He said: “I won’t call it fracking 
water, because if you were to drink 
it, you’d die. The water which comes 
back can have 1,438 times the max¬ 
imum safe level of drinking water 
with arsenic at 20 times and 90 
times the maximum safe drinking 
water level of radioactive sludge in 
it. That’s what the CEO of Cuadrilla 
fracking company calls non-haz- 


ardous. I’d like to see him drink it.” 

It is that toxicity, Mr Hill says, that 
causes him the most concern. In a 
peer reviewed article for the Lancet 
magazine - the UK’s leading medi¬ 
cal journal - he says he showed con¬ 
clusively the dangers of allowing 
fracking in a badly regulated envi¬ 
ronment. 

He said: “I concluded there is a 30 
per cent increase in birth defects if 
you live within 10 miles of a frack¬ 
ing well - soon, that’s going to be all 
of us. There was also a 38 per cent 
increase in cancers.

“There are no shale gas specific 
regulations at all. The regulators do 
not have the time, money or people 
with the right experience to regu¬ 
late this industry.

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Village history is 
brought to book 

The village of Otterham was best known for its 
brickmaking and for giving Sir Francis Drake his 
first taste of the sea. But with its remarkable his¬ 
tory being lost, a new book aims to ensure it sur¬ 
vives.

T HERE can be few people who have 
seen an area transformed during 
their life time and not regretted hav¬ 
ing charted its development and 
changing face. 

And with the seemingly relentless need to 
build more and more houses, there are increas¬ 
ing fears our local history continues to be lost. 

All of which was a driver in the production 
of a new book about a village in Swale. 

Otterham, near Upchurch, is best known for 
its brickmaking heritage and a link to explorer 
Sir Francis Drake. 

Otterham Creek, legend has it, was the small 
port which gave a young Sir Francis his first 
experience of the sea. 

But when the final brick field was recently 
given permission to be developed, photogra¬ 
pher Mike Gunnill decided the history would 
not be lost or forgotten for future generations. 

So for the last eight months he has been 
compiling ‘Otterham, Kent-Your Heritage’ - a 
book which examines the area’s history before 
more of it is swallowed by new housing. 

Mr Gunnill told KoS: “The whole idea of the 
book is to record the heritage around Otter¬ 
ham Quay which borders Rainham and Up¬ 
church. 

“In basic terms, the whole area was sur¬ 
rounded by brick fields. The last remaining 
brickfield is Four Gun Field. 

“Before that, the last field to be built on was 
Big Field. There is now no mention of it any¬ 
where - it is as if it never existed. 

“I thought it would be a shame if the same 
thing happened to Four Gun Field. I was talk¬ 
ing about it to some friends in the pub. I said I 
thought it would be a good idea to put together 
a book of the history.” 

So for the last eight months he’s been re¬ 
searching and compiling information for the 
book which hits the shelves next month. 

“I knocked on a lot of doors and generally 
made a bit of a nuisance of myself,” says Mr 
Gunnill. 

“That was how I found a lot of information. I 
met one lady who was in her 90s, who put me 
in touch with someone else, who then put me 
in touch with someone else, and it snowballed 
in that way. 

“I met some very nice people along the way, 
and found that people are very welcoming 
once they know you’re looking into the history 
and heritage of the area. 

“They didn’t know me, but the more time I 
spent talking to them, the more they opened 
up.” 

While researching the book, Mr Gunnill un¬ 
covered some unexpected stories. 

“One thing I learnt that really surprised me 
was about seaplane testing that went on just 
before 1914. 

“A man called Reginald Wells from Wroth- 
am and local businessman Seymour Wakeley 
modified an

aircraft and began seaplane testing on Otter¬ 
ham Creek. Early tests were not successful and 
the start of the First World War stopped further 
work. 

“Wells moved to Chelsea and started one of 
the first aircraft factories under licence from 
the Government. 

“He later also started a seaplane school 
based on the tests done earlier in Upchurch.” 

Another interesting character was a man 
called Frederick Cadogan Barron, who man¬ 
aged the Cement Works at Overshore, just 
along Otterham Creek on the east bank. 

“He retired from work in Spain and needed 
an ‘interest’ in his retirement, so he started a 
cement factory. 

“He worked alongside Sampson William 
Charlesworth in Bilbao in Spain. So, when he 
needed a manager, he persuaded him and his 
family to move to Otterham Villa in Station 
Road, Rainham. 

“He managed the factory through several 
name changes and owners until his death in St 
Bartholomew’s Hospital, Rochester, in 1894. 
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“At his death bed was eldest son Frederick 
Charlesworth who left Rainham and went to 
Mexico to fight in the revolution alongside 
rebel leader Emillano Zapata-Salazar - the two 
are pictured together in the book. 

“Frederick died in Bakersfield, California, 
USA, in 1946.” 

It’s not Mr Gunnill’s first foray into the world 
of historical archiving. 

“I did a picture book about four years ago - 
that was done for charity and that got me into 
it. 

“During that process, I started thinking 
about what happens to old photos. Often, when 
someone dies, their house will be cleared, and 
all their photos will get thrown away. 

“I thought that was a shame, so I started a 
website, where we would put the pictures - 
people can go online if they are researching 
their family tree and so on. 

“I get messages from people all over the 
world, I got one from Canada recently, and it’ll 
be people saying things like, ‘I’d never seen a 
photo of my grandfather before’.” 

He says: “I hope people will enjoy learning 
about the local area.” 

The book, priced £6.50, is released on De¬ 
cember 6.

A DECADE since the fox 
hunting ban was intro¬ 
duced, the Countryside 
Alliance insists the law 
is “a mess” and remains 
based on “prejudice and politcal point 
scoring”. 

And their view is backed by at least 
one MP who says the ban is “illogical” 
and claims that fox hunting contin¬ 
ues, albeit in a different guise. Anoth¬ 
er says he would vote to reppeal it if 
given an option. 

The controversial practice of hunts¬ 
men and packs of dogs chasing foxes 
across the countryside was outlawed 
in 2004 (see box) but there remains 
certain loopholes which allows drag 
hunting - where hunts follow an arti- 
cially laid scent - or for dogs to flush 
out animals. 

At the time, the ban was celebrated 
and mourned in equal measure, with 
the Countryside Alliance, which sup¬ 
ports hunting, claiming jobs would 
be lost and local economies harmed. 

Supporters of the ban, however, say 
jobs have increased. The two sides re¬ 
main at loggerheads. 

The Countryside Alliance say a 
decade on and practically every hunt 
that was operating when the Act was 
passed is still going strong and they 
are all still determined to overthrow 
the law. 

It director of campaigns, Tim Bon¬ 
ner, explained: “The determination of 
hunts, and the continued support of 
the wider rural community, has en¬ 
sured that hunting is still thriving 10 
years after the Hunting Act was 
passed, but the law has proved just as 
unworkable, pointless and wasteful 
as we predicted. 

“A law which was passed because 
of MPs’ obsession with fox hunting 
has been used almost exclusively to 
prosecute poachers. A law which was 
supposed to be about animal welfare 
has not reduced suffering or stopped 
foxes being killed. 

“A law which was supposed to be 
‘straightforward and enforceable’ 
has continued to create confusion in 
the courts and waste hundreds of 
hours of police time. 

“This is a remarkable law in that it 
seems that absolutely no-one con¬ 
cerned is happy with it. The Prime 
Minister when it was passed admits it 
was one of his biggest mistakes; the

courts have called it ‘confusing’, and 
‘far from simple to interpret or apply’; 
the police dread having to investigate 
politically motivated allegations; 
hunts have to operate under ridicu¬ 
lous restrictions which mean they 
are at risk of prosecution every time 
they open the kennel gates; and now 
even the anti-hunting organisations 
who wrote the legislation are calling 
for wholesale changes. 

“There is only one sensible solution 
to this mess and that is to get rid of the 
Hunting Act. This issue will never be 
resolved until we have legislation 
based on evidence and principle, 
rather than prejudice and political 
point scoring.” 

Thanet North MP Roger Gale was 
one of those that campaigned vigor¬ 


ously to have the so-called sport 
banned. 

The Conservative MP said: “I am 
pleased that at the moment there is 
no prospect of it being repealed. 

“I have said to the League Against 
Cruel Sports, of which I am an honor¬ 
ary life member, that I am not minded 
to seeing the thing coming back to 
Parliament at all. 

“On balance, although it’s an im¬ 
perfect piece of legislation, I think it is 
probably better to leave it alone and 
let it get on with its work. 

“There are loopholes in it on both 
sides, and there are people on the op¬ 
posite side of the campaign who will 
say what I am saying, that is it not an 
entirely perfect piece of legislation. 
The House of Commons spend dozens 


Controversial introduction of Hunting Act 2014 


ON November 16, 2004, after years 
of heated debates, protest marches 
and campaigns, MPs in the House of 
Commons voted overwhelmingly in 
favour to ban foxhunting. 

In a Parliament dominated by La¬ 
bour, 387 voted in favour of the ban 
and 174 against. 

It came into force on February 18, 
2005, two years after foxhunting 
had been banned in Scotland. 

The key complaint levelled 
against the Hunting Act 2004 is its 
ambiguity. 

While it bans the hunting of wild 
mammals (notably foxes, deer, 
hares and mink) with dogs in Eng¬ 
land and Wales; the Act does not 
cover the use of dogs in the process 
of flushing out an unidentified wild 
mammal, nor does it affect drag 
hunting, where hounds are trained 


to follow an artificial scent. 

Tony Blair was prime minister at 
the time of the vote but has subse¬ 
quently admitted he didn’t feel 
strongly about the issue and that the 
controversy made him “feel like the 
damn fox”. 

Former home secretary Jack Straw 
explained in his book: “To me, ban¬ 
ning it was a nonsense issue for a se¬ 
rious party making a determined bid 
for government after 18 years in op¬ 
position. It was best left alone. 

“But it crept into the manifesto in 
a suitably ambiguous form - until 
Tony [Blair], who didn’t think it im¬ 
portant either, went on Question 
Time, was put on the spot and an¬ 
nounced he’d support a ban. 

“I went to see him the next day to 
ask him why. ‘I’m very sorry, Jack,’ 
he said. ‘I misspoke.’”

of hours debating it and I don’t think 
there is any real appetite to revisit it. 

“For me, I am glad this practice has 
been consigned to the same dustbin 
of history as cock fighting, bear bait¬ 
ing and dog fighting and long may it 
remain that way. 

“Farmers have been able to control 
the number of foxes by lamping and 
shooting since time immemorial.” 

Mr Gale also pointed out that far 
from costing jobs at hunts, there 
seems to have been a boom. 

He told us: “There is a significant 
number of people riding the hounds 
now who didn’t do so before because 
they are engaged in drag hunting 
and now fox hunting because they 
didn’t like the practice of killing foxes. 

“They do enjoy riding over rough 
terrain following a scene, and I have 
no problem with that. 

“The beauty of that is you can lay 
the course to match the skills of the 
riders. So you have hairy huntsmen 
who can take six foot walls and chil¬ 
dren who can take modest hedges. 
You can also start at the pub you 
want to, and end at the pub you want 
to. Foxes are far less predictable. 

“I am all in favour of country 
sports, particularly riding. If they are 
doing what they are doing within the 
law, and are doing it responsibly and 
properly, then no one can quarrel 
with that.” 

But his colleague on the Tory back¬ 
benches, Swale MP Gordon Hender¬ 
son, said he is in favour of bring fox 
hunting back, and claims it does go 
on in the county - but didn’t know 
where and by whom. 

He told us: “It is my understanding 
that fox hunting with dogs does still 
take place in Kent, regularly and le¬ 
gally. 


“I do support a repeal of the current 
law, which simply isn’t working and 
is illogical, not least because it still al¬ 
lows hunting with dogs provided only 
two hounds are involved. 

“I would like to see the existing law 
replaced by one that is actually based 
on animal welfare and not the preju¬ 
dice against legitimate country pur¬ 
suits that I believe, sadly, was at the 
heart of the 2004 Act. 

“Whether the current law is en¬ 
forceable is a question best answered 
by the police.” 

At the Old Surrey Burstow and 
West Kent hunt, they just do trail 
hunting now after trialling hunting 
actual foxes with just two hounds 
which are flushed towards a gun. 
This method remains legal. 

Huntmaster Jeff Pegrum said: “We 
did try this a few years ago, but it just 
wasn’t viable. You need a pack of 
hounds.” 

He also agreed it was somewhat 
dangerous chasing a fox towards 
someone who is armed and intending 
to shoot the animal. 

He told us: “We do trail hunting 
twice a week and numbers-wise we 
are still reasonably the same as be¬ 
fore. 

“We are hoping the law will be al¬ 
tered so we can get back to where we 
used to be which will all depend on 
what government is in power. 

“When we did fox hunting, it was 
always the injured, maimed and 
poorly foxes that were got rid of. That 
left those that were in good condi¬ 
tion.” 

Another member in favour of fox 
hunting is Ashford MP Damian 
Green. The Conservative politician 
said: “I voted against the law when it 
was first introduced, and I would vote 
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against it again. 

“I think it is impractical, and does nothing 
to protect wildlife. I have seen no evidence 
that the law is being broken in Kent. I have 
also seen that the public’s support for the 
Kent hunts has grown since this attempt to 
ban them. I hope that the next Parliament 
has a majority in favour of repealing the law.” 

We contacted local and national hunt sab¬ 
oteur organisations, but none responded. 

There are five listed official hunts in Kent. 
They are the Ashford Valley Tickham Hunt, 
East Kent with West Street Hunt, Old Surrey 
Burstow and West Kent, East Sussex and 
Romney Marsh, and Southdown and Eridge 
Hunt.

ACCORDING to the Department 
for the Environment, Food and 
Rural Affairs, the Hunting Act 
2004 bans the hunting with dogs 
of all wild mammals, and all hare 
coursing. 

The official description of the act 
is as follows: 

Its intention is to end a practice 
that many people feel causes unnec¬ 
essary suffering to animals. 


There are some tightly drawn ex¬ 
emptions to the Act, which allow 
hunting activities to take place in lim¬ 
ited circumstances and with the con¬ 
sent of the occupier or owner of the 
land, such as: 

* Ratting and rabbiting; 

* Stalking and flushing out with up 
to two dogs; and 

* Using a single dog under ground 
to flush out wild mammals, such as 


foxes, in order to protect birds kept 
for shooting. 

A person found guilty of an offence 
under the Act faces a fine of up to 
£5,000, and could have their dogs, 
vehicles or articles used in hunting 
confiscated. 

Although this legislation has been 
contentious while it was being debat¬ 
ed, and the Parliament Acts applied to 
bring the Act into law against the 


wishes of the House of Lords, the 
Government is satisfied that it meets 
human rights requirements, and that 
it is valid and enforceable.

JENNY ECLAIR: ‘Everyone has 
to see me once.’ 
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Comedy star says her audience can expect a ‘90 minute scream for attention’ 


C OMEDIAN and novelist 
Jenny Eclair will be 
performing her current 
show - Eclairious - at 
Maidstone’s Hazlitt 
Theatre on November 26. 

According to the performer: 
“Everyone has to see me once, and 
those who have seen me once will 
want to see me again. After all, it’s 
good to get out now and again. 

“It’s not like the old days, where 
you had to stay in to watch the 
telly. With the fancy technology 
we have nowadays, you can go out 
and catch up on your programmes 
anytime - you can’t miss anything, 
so it’s safe to leave the house.” 

Ms Eclair has been in the 
business for thirty years, she has 
been a stand-up comic since the 
last millennium, and was the first 
woman to win the coveted Perrier 
Award. 


Apart from the stand-up she is 
also a writer, her third novel Life, 
Death & Vanilla Slices was released 
this July. 

She says: “They are two very 
different disciplines. Writing for 
the stage is not such a schlepp. It’s 
a sprint as opposed to a marathon. 

“With stand-up, you collect lines 
as you go, and then you build the 
show around that. 

“The show also evolves over the 
weeks that you are performing it. 

“This show has been running for 
a while, so it’s at a really lovely 
stage. You can’t keep a show going 
forever though, and I do miss them 
once they are over.” 

Her previous stage work includes 
201 l’s pantomime season as the 
fairy godmother in Cinderella at 
The Richmond Theatre. 

She has also co-written and 
starred in Grumpy Old Women 


Live 2: Chin Up Britain on Tour in 
the West End as well as a number 
of other West End productions 
including Steaming, Mum’s The 
Word and The Vagina Monologues. 

Like many other performers, she 
has taken part in reality television 
coming third in I’m a Celebrity Get 
Me Out of Here as well as appear¬ 
ing on Masterchef and The 
Apprentice: You’re Fired. 

She has hosted her own show on 
LBC radio, and is a regular 
contributor on shows such as BBC 
Radio 4’s Woman’s Hour, Just a 
Minute and 7 Day Sunday (BBC 
Radio 5 Live). 

She is also the author of Chin Up, 
Britain, The Book of Bad Behaviour 
and the co-author with Judith 
Holder of Grumpy Old Couples, and 
Wendy: The Bumper Book of Fun 
for Women of a Certain Age. 

Over the years, the comedy 


circuit has changed for Ms Eclair. 

She says: “I find that I enjoy 
performing more now. The rules 
have changed - I’m now only 
playing to audiences that I want to 
perform to. 

“I don’t have to play for the 
audiences I don’t want to, so it’s 
much easier.” 

She describes her show, Eclairi¬ 
ous, as a‘90 minute scream for 
attention’. 

She says: “You get a first half 
of about 45 minutes, and second 
half of 40 minutes, and an 
interval. 

“I find that lots of women drag 
their partners, and there might be 
a few gentlemen who want to leave 
at the interval - well, they’re not 
allowed!”

In pursuit of the Northern 

TRAVEL REVIEW: Iceland

I T’S barely gone 10pm, the sun 
disappeared hours ago, and 
chaos has broken out in the car 
park. 

Belly down on the tarmac, 
people are crawling between the 
wheels of stationary vehicles, feeling 
their way through the darkness, 
while other guests are dripping wet 
having leapt straight from the hot 
tub. 

All have their gaze set in one 
direction: skyward. 

The cause of such commotion is a 
luminous green streak rippling like a 
Mexican wave across the night sky. 

Enjoying a riverside location miles 
away from any light pollution, 
four-star Hotel Ranga was the first 
property in Iceland to famously offer 
its guests an aurora wake-up call, 
with a night watchman ready to 
raise the alarm should the Northern 
Lights decide to put on a display. 

Eager to escape the crowds, we 
jump in our 4x4 and try to navigate 
a minefield of blanket-wrapped 
bodies and flimsy tripods. 

Driving along Route 1, the main 
highway which rings Iceland, I can 
just about make out the faint outline 
of colossal mountains, some so vast 
they swallow up the starry sky. After 
an hour of taking false turns into 
private farmland, we find a suitable 
setting for our aurora light show: 
Skogafoss waterfall. 

Wearing head torches, we hike for 
45 minutes to the top of the falls, 
following the sound of water 
crashing against the rocks. But it 
appears we’ve turned up too late for 
the light show, as only a dim green 
glow can be detected in our cameras. 
An anticipated encore never comes, 
and we finally return to Hotel Ranga 
at 3am. 

It’s tempting to spend the follow¬ 


ing day recovering in bed, but with 
so few daylight hours at this time of 
year, there’s an urgency to get 
outdoors and explore. Plus, we have 
some important work to do, scouting 
out a suitable location for this 
evening’s performance. 

There are two essential prerequi¬ 
sites for viewing the Northern Lights: 
clear skies and a high level of 
electromagnetic energy in the 
atmosphere. Using Icelandic Met 
Office website en.vedur.is, which 



gives forecasts for both, we try to find 
the optimum spot. Disappointingly, 
most of the country is covered in 
dark green, meaning heavy cloud, 
and white spots (clear skies) seem to 
be few and far between. 

In search of alternative land¬ 
scapes, we travel northwest to the 
Snaefellsnes Peninsula National 
Park, where a ridge of snow-streaked 
mountains, compressed like a 
concertina, dominates the open 
grasslands and only a few solitary 




houses brave the battering winds. 

Our focus for the night is Kirkjufell, 
a sci-fi setting of waterfalls framing a 
swirling, Walnut Whip of a moun¬ 
tain, that repeatedly features in 
award-winning photos. 

Scrambling over rocks and slipping 
on patches of ice, I question the sanity 
- and safety - of climbing a waterfall 
at 4am. 

With the lights being fairly 
uneventful, we agree to return 
at sunrise, when we’re joined by

four more equally unhinged 
photographers. 

As our final night approaches, 
we’ve clocked up 1,200km on the 
mileage gauge, burned through 
nearly £200 of fuel, and still we don’t 
have a satisfying Northern Lights 
photograph. 

Although aurora activity is set to 
be a promising level four, with only a 
small white speck hovering above 
the westfjords on the en.vedur.is 
map, our chances are looking slim. 

We debate returning to Jokulsar- 
lon, which irritatingly promises to be 
cloud-free, but both agree that a 
13-hour drive and night spent 
sleeping in the back of a car might 
finish us off. 

When we arrive at Hotel Budir, a 
remote, romantic property that gazes 
out to sea, I’m glad we decided to 
stay; and when the alarm goes off at 
4am, I’m secretly relieved to find it 
cloudy outside and accept our hunt is 
officially over. Instead, a few hours 
later, we stroll along the Budir beach, 
where angry waves have since 
retreated, leaving ripples in the sand. 

In that moment, we have our own 
aurora wake-up call: the Northern 
Lights are sublime but in Iceland, 
daylight hours are equally enigmat¬ 
ic, if not more so.

The Hunger Games: 

Mocking jay - Part I 

(12A, 123 mins) Sci-Fi/Thriller/ 
Action/Romance 

THE Hunger Games: Mockingjay 
- Part 1 is the calm before the storm 
of full-blown conflict. It’s a slower 
burn than previous films and lacks 
some of the on-screen electricity 


since Katniss and Peeta are 
separated, but Lawrence burns 
bright as the eponymous “girl on 
fire”. Effie’s role is expanded from 
the book to bring some comic relief 
to the subterranean gloom. 
“Everything old can be made new 
again - like democracy!” she 
chirrups. Maybe so, but as Part 1 
makes abundantly and agonisingly 
clear, you have to sacrifice innocent 
lives to sweep away the past.

The Homesman 

(15, 123 mins) Western/Drama 

A frontier woman’s work is never 
done in Tommy Lee Jones’ bleak 
and compelling feminist western. 
Not only does a mid-19th century 
miss have to cook and clean, she is 
also expected to pretty herself to 
attract a surly suitor to waltz her 


down the aisle in a society where 
men and pistols hold sway. 

In the case of The Homesman’s 
unconventional, spunky heroine, 
she also has to till the land, manage 
finances and compensate for a 
town full of cowardly, incompetent 
husbands, who put their own needs 
ahead of the women by their side.

The queen of baking takes some time away from the stove 
to explain why there’s more to life than soggy bottoms

S HE’s the firm but fair bak¬ 
ing queen who isn’t im¬ 
pressed by shop-bought 
fondant icing but Mary 
Berry insists her loved 
ones won’t be nervous when they 
present her with their own home¬ 
made offerings this Christmas. 

“As a family, we all get together. 
Usually, I host it, and various mem¬ 
bers of the family bring a pudding, or 
they help me on Christmas morning 
or bring a batch of shortbread - even 
though I’m a cook, they love to bring 
their own things to share,” she says in 
that warm but no-nonsense voice, 
now so familiar thanks to the mam¬ 
moth success of The Great British 
Bake Off. 

“Good friends who I’ve known for a 
long time, they’re never nervous,” in¬ 
sists the judge. 

“We often go around to friends’ 
places for supper. They often say, 
‘This is my mother’s recipe, you might 
want to share it with your readers’, or 


whatever. Our friends are very 
generous.” 

Bath-born Berry, who lives in 
Buckinghamshire with her husband 
Paul, is well-versed when it comes to 
avoiding festive hosting headaches. 

“I think it’s a good idea to get or¬ 
ganised and know what you’re up to,” 
she says. 

“The first thing is to rally your fam¬ 
ily and find out where you are for 
Christmas, and how many there are. 
Then you can start to buy some of 
your heavier things like tinned goods, 
and order your turkey. 

“A big sheet of paper of what you 
plan does help. And then you can do 
some dishes you can freeze. You may 
choose to make something you can 
have after Christmas.” 

When it comes to turkey, Berry rec¬ 
ommends “the best you can afford”, 
and she’ll also rustle up different 
stuffings, mince pies and Christmas 
pudding - although, she notes: “I 
nearly always find people nowadays 
don’t choose to have Christmas 
pudding: they choose to have the 
lovely fruit salad with lots of 
exotic fruits in it, because they’re

The 79-year-old has plenty of little 
helpers at Christmas, in the form of 
her five grandchildren: “They really 
do help, they’re jolly good.” 

She insists life is all about balance. 
Berry makes time to play tennis every 
week (“not very well”) and gets her 
nails done every three weeks (“my 
one treat”), but is incredibly busy 
day-to-day.

Make your big day uniquely yours 


W ith couples becoming more 
and more savvy at stamping 
their own identity on their 
special day, it can be difficult 
to be original. 

According to wedding planner Alana Fallon 
the key is to stay true to your vision. 

She explains: “Many couples will have some¬ 
thing that makes them unique, be it a love of 
sport, something geeky or maybe cooking. 

“If there is something like this, it can be in¬ 
corporated into your wedding day, either in 
subtle or more obvious ways.” 

Jane and Christian Robbs were brought to¬ 
gether through a shared love of gardening. 

Jane explained: “I love being outside, and 
had recently started working on an allotment. 
Our mutual friend Dave introduced us because 
he knew Christian was on the waiting list for 
one. 

“Gardens have always been really important 
to me -1 used to grow roses and some vegeta¬ 
bles with my dad when I was younger, and that 
was something I was keen to continue doing 
when I left home. 

“Christian is less green-fingered, but wanted 
to try out his hand at a vegetable plot. 

“It was a love of gardens that brought us to¬ 
gether, and then sharing my allotment that 
made us grow a real bond.” 

When Christian proposed, their first thought 
was to have an outside ceremony to symbolise 


their shared love of plants and flowers. 

Jane says: “Unfortunately we found out that 
you can’t have a legally binding ceremony 
outside in England. 

“We got round it by having a private legal 
register office ceremony, then had a Humanist 
blessing - the bit we considered to be the ‘real’ 
ceremony - on our actual wedding day. 

“Everyone said how it was really unusual, 
and very ‘us’.” 

Another trend some have started incorpo¬ 
rating is the idea of the ‘eco-wedding’ - where 
environmentally-conscious couples try and 
leave as small a carbon footprint as possible. 

This can affect clothing (second hand is 
more eco-friendly), transport, food (meat has a 
higher carbon footprint) and stationery. 

Ms Fallon says: “I worked with one couple 
who were very keen to incorporate their eco- 
friendly lifestyle into their wedding. 

“They felt that they are well-known to their 
friends and family as being very environmen¬ 
tally-conscious 

“As well as choosing a venue that is an ecol¬ 
ogy pavilion, they reduced their stationery by 
using a virtual invitation (a video they made 
and emailed the link for) and using a big chalk 
board instead of order of services. 

“The bride wore a dress that was up-cycled 
from an older, second-hand dress, and they 
bought most of the food for their vegetarian 
cold buffet from artisan, local producers.”

An idea can be more subtle as well - for Jenni 
Stevens, she had always had more male friends 
than female. 

She says: “Suddenly, just because I was get¬ 
ting married, everyone expected that I would 
have a large crowd of female friends surround¬ 
ing me. 

“As someone who has always felt more com¬ 
fortable in the company of men, I didn’t see why 
I should discard my best friends just because of 
tradition. 

“In the end, I decided to have a best man, as 
well as a couple of groomsmen. 

“Conversely, my husband ended up having a 
best woman as well as his ushers, so it was very 
much a wedding of equality! ” 

Other couples choose to keep to a more tradi¬ 
tional style wedding, but have touches that 
show off their personalities. 

Paul and Denni Masterson are both music 
lovers, with Denni also being a classically 



trained singer. 

She says: “We are known as musos among 
our friends. We both love loads of different types 
of music, and although I am a classically trained 
singer, I love a lot of new music as well. 

“We actually met at a hard rock festival, and 
have gone to loads of gigs together. 

“For us, a really important thing on the day 
was the music. 

“We had a church ceremony followed by a re¬ 
ception at a hotel, so it was quite traditional in 
that respect, but we did want to have a flavour 
of the thing that makes us ‘us’. 

“At the church, we made sure we had the full 
choir. 

“We decided that rather than the organ, we 
would have a string quartet. 

“Then as people walked into our reception 
venue, there was a folk guitarist, a flutist during 
the wedding breakfast, a band playing covers of 
classic rock and roll for the beginning of the 
dancing, and then a harder rock band as the 
night drew on. 


“One of the highlights was a barbershop 
quartet performing for our first dance. 

“As we know so many musicians, it was very 
affordable, we didn’t pay our friends, as they 
performed as a gift for us, so we just fed and 
watered them. 

“We had to pay the church for the choir, but 
that was a donation, so wasn’t too costly.” 

They also incorporated touches into their de¬ 
cor, stationery and even favours that represent¬ 
ed their love for all things musical. 

Denni says: “We used old CDs hanging from 
the ceiling on clear fishing wire. It sounds a bit 
strange, and we weren’t sure at first, but when 
we’d covered the room, it looked amazing, like a 
huge discoball. 

“As our favours, we wanted to do old-school 
style mix tapes, but of course no-one uses ca- 
settes anymore. 

“But we adapted the idea, and made mix CDs, 
with some of our favourite tunes, including 
some of the music from the wedding, and, for 
the careful listeners, a special bonus track that 


we put right at the end that was a track we 
wrote and recorded ourselves.

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W ithout a doubt, feeding your 
hungry wedding guests can 
be one of your major 
expenses. 

The wedding breakfast - 
so-called as it is the first meal a the happy cou¬ 
ple will eat as husband and wife but can take 
place at any time - is a very important part of 
your reception. 

Trends are changing though, and there are 
more options than the classic sit-down, three- 
course meal. 

Michael Reeves is a catering manager, who 
during peak wedding season will oversee sev¬ 
eral weddings, a month. 

He says: “There will always be those who 
want a traditional meal - and why not, it’s a 
lovely way to dine.

could have bowls of cottage pie, fish and chips

and bangers and mash. 

“This works across all cuisines, Italian, 
pan-Asian and others. And, of course, you can 
have cold bowls including salads.” 

The bowls can be supplemented with cana¬ 
pes if needed, and dessert can be dessert bowls 
served by roving waiters, or a dessert buffet. 

Another popular option is the roast, where a 
full joint along with sides of roasted vegetables 
are delivered to the table. 

Mr Reeves says: “Along with the food, we 
will take a carving knife, apron and stack of 
plates to each table. 

“Then one person at the table carves and 
plates up the veg. 

“This is becoming more popular, as it is 
cheaper for the couple, as they need fewer staff, 
and because the tables can really get involved 
with each other. 

“It’s the same quality food you would expect 
from a three-course meal, but a much less for¬ 
mal environment. 

“It’s quicker to serve too, so you don’t have 
the tables at the back waiting for their main 
while the top table have empty plates in front of 
them.” 

And of course the ever-popular buffet has 
had a makeover too, with locally sustained, 
more ecological and artisan food now taking 
centre-stage.

The problem is that this country 
is not built for the amount of 
traffic that now travels on it. We 
are not the USA where highways 
go on forever, nor Australia where 
you can travel for hours and not 
see a soul.

The Dartford tunnel and bridge 
are often blocked during the week 
and traffic coming off of the Channel 
Tunnel does not help either.

Fracking comes 
at a high cost 

I BELIEVE commercial scale 
fracking in the UK is going to be at 
the expense of the environment, 
communities and individuals. 

Firstly, I think we should all be 
deeply concerned about the effect 
commercial-scale fracking will 
have on the British countryside 
and its dwindling biodiversity. 

Already under intolerable 
pressure because of development 
and habitat destruction, the 
countryside, and all those people 
who appreciate its green quiet, 
now have to face the spectre of its 
wholesale industrialisation if 
fracking goes ahead. 

Each well will be nearly two 
acres in size even for a test well and 
if it is commercially viable, up to 10 


wells could be drilled around the 
site. 

And if the American pattern is 
followed here, there could be 
hundreds of wells in suitable areas. 

Each frack in each well uses huge 
amounts of water and thousands of 
truck movements will be needed to 
each well to deliver equipment and 
water and to remove waste water. 
How much more traffic can 
England stand? 

Then there is the effect fracking 
on a commercial scale will have on 
communities and individuals. 
Because of new laws passed by the 
Government, individuals now have 
no right to refuse fracking beneath 
their houses, or land, and moreo¬ 
ver will have to tolerate the 
fracking companies putting any 
substance they choose beneath a 
property and leaving it there with 
no environmental checks. 

We only have to look at the 
experiences of wide-scale fracking 
in the US to know that all such 
operations come with risk and 
there will be mistakes and 
contamination. 

Methane leaking from wells that 
have been abandoned there is a 


serious issue, particularly as it is a 
much more dangerous greenhouse 
gas than carbon dioxide. 

And because we are such a small 
and crowded island any mistakes 
made here will be all the more 
serious. 

It is time we stopped burying our 
heads in the sand, faced up to the 
reality of climate change, and 
pledged to safeguard future 
generations by switching as 
quickly as possible to a low carbon 
economy and rejecting fracking for 
new fossil fuels.

IT needed a tough recession to finally convince 
4x4 fans that they didn’t actually need all-wheel 
drive to get the ‘funky chunky’ looks they crave. 

Instead, economical front-wheel drive ‘soft 
roaders’ have become the recent norm rather 
than those with full 4x4 kit. 

But what if you still need decent yet affordable 
off-road ability wrapped up in a family size car? 
It would seem that Jeep - America’s 4x4 star - 
has the best answer with the latest Cherokee, 
launched this year. 

It is also available with front-wheel drive, but 
Jeep - true to a 4x4 heritage born on Second 
World War battlefields - has ensured that the 
latest Cherokee can still hack it off-road. 

But I recently drove the 140bhp diesel in 4x4 
format and was impressed too by its high speed 
refinement - not something you expected from 
previous Cherokees. 

At the other extreme - a twisty rural lane - it 
showed decent grip and a modest yet well-con¬ 
trolled lean on the bends. 

Jeep will try the same blend of serious 4x4 
clout and on-road practicality early next year 
when it launches the all-new Renegade, aimed 
at recruiting younger customers who might lat¬ 
er upgrade to other Jeep models. 


The Renegade is Jeep’s first entry into the 
small SUV cum crossover sector dominated by 
Nissan’s Qashqai and Juke, with other key rivals 
being the Skoda Yeti and Vauxhall Mokka. 

The difference is that the Renegade has Jeep’s 
4x4 heritage - one still highlighted by the long- 
running Jeep Wrangler. 


This model is still revered by off-road enthusi¬ 
asts and can trace its roots - and looks - back to 
the original wartime Jeep. 

At the other extreme is Jeep’s flagship model, 
the Grand Cherokee. As the name suggests, it’s 
the big brother to the Cherokee, but still com¬ 
petitively priced against key rivals.

T HOUGH it’s called the Jazz, 
Honda waited an age to 
give us a variation on the 
theme. 

In the meantime, this 
capacious supermini (from £11,695) 
played the same old tune, proclaim¬ 
ing its versatility, reliability and 
general niceness; not very jazzy, but 
a melody appealing to an older, easy 
listening fanbase. 

Eventually though, the Jazz Si 
(£14,550) arrived, widening the 
audience for this admirable little car. 

What you get is bespoke spoilers 
front and back, side skirts, privacy 
glass, and eye-catching 16-inch 
two-tone alloys. Visually, it’s a 
revelation for a tall car that looks 
closer to a small people carrier than 
the supermini suggested by its 
compact on-road footprint. 

Attempts to ‘jazz’ the interior are 
less effective even if everything 
works well and feels robust, but the 
Si suspension is tauter for improved 
straight-line stability and body 
control, while the power steering has 
been tweaked for improved response. 

The standard Jazz is a driver 
pleaser anyway, but these changes 
do sharpen it without affecting 
around-town versatility. 


However, the Si doesn’t quite walk 
the talk on the power front; the 
98bhp 1.4-litre petrol engine and 
five-speed gearbox is simply one of 
two conventional engine options 
available across the Jazz line-up, the 
other being an 89bhp 1.2-litre. 


The 1.4 is good enough for 
0-62mph in 11.8 seconds, but that’s 
not quite the pizzazz required for a 
sporting Jazz, while a six-speed 
gearbox would make for more 
relaxed motorway cruising. 

But the Si does look sporty and the 


Jazz range has a string of customer 
satisfaction and reliability awards to 
its name, plus a ‘Made in Britain’ 
stamp as one of several Honda best 
sellers built at the Japanese marque’s 
modern plant in Swindon. 

The car’s ace though is a Tardis-

like capacity within relatively 
compact dimensions, plus clever 
packaging and lots of other stowage 
space - it’s a downsizer’s dream. 

The boot is one of the biggest in the 
supermini class and has a multi¬ 
functional boot floor. 

The rear seats also fold flat quickly 
for rapid transformation into a van 
offering an impressive 883 litres of 
capacity. 

The car seats five comfortably - 
rear legroom is excellent - and has 
good visibility out of a glassy cabin. 

Even with the 1.4-litre Si engine, 
you can also average around 50mpg; 
Honda doesn’t offer a diesel, prefer¬ 
ring a relatively expensive petrol- 
electric hybrid Jazz IMA option (from 
£17,150), averaging around lOmpg 
more than the 1.4-litre Si, but only 
slightly faster in acceleration.
